because it was the first ease of those 
appealed to he tried there consider­ 
able* interest was shown. 
Convictions in police court have 
been comparatively easy to secure 
here of late and because this ease 
started there the interest centered 
in what a circuit court jury would 
do with Casey. 
The ca.->e was ex­ 
pect a ed to go to the jury late this 
afternoon. 
The 
court 
room 
was 
crowded throughout the day. 
1 lie evidence was practically tlie

v alu e of horses at $140 a head, milk

swine a t $15, sheep at $6, and mu les 
a t $150 (minimu m v alu ations, 
as 
most will admit) the Jou rnal say s 
the total v alu e of liv e stock in Illin­ 
ois wou ld be $435,276,000, for the 
p rotection of which the state legis­ 
latu re ap p rop riated for the cu rrent 
y ear a total of $37,340. 
By way of 
comp arison the Jou rnal qu otes the 
ap p rop riation for the p rotection of 
fi*h and game for the

time,

Jou rnal p rop erty characterizes su ch 
a situ ation as “intolerable.”

States treasu ry has dwindled to a p ­ 
p rox imately forty million 
dollars. 
In the y ears of Rep u blican ru le fifty 
millions of av ailable cash was re ­

line.

av ailable cash in the general fu nd is 
now ten millions below 
the 
lev el. 
How to rep lenish this fu nd is the 
p roblem which is now p u zzling the 
administration 
treasu ry ' 
officials. 
The general belief in financial circles 
is that- this can be accomp lished in 
only one way , by the 
issu ing 
of 
bonds, and it is confidently p redict­ 
ed that this dreaded ev entu ality can 
be p ostp oned not more 
than 
two 
months at the farthest. 
And so it 
is likely that within six ty day s this 
administration, like that of Grov er 
Clev eland s, it.» last p redecessor 
of 
like p olitical laith, will 
be 
selling’ 
bonds to get the money needed 
to 
ru n the gov ernment. 
The p rediction 
is th at the sale will be that if the 
Panam a Canal bonds. 
Of the P a n ­ 
ama ( anal bonds au thorized by con­ 
gress $240,569 ,000 remain u nissu ed, 
more than su fficient to p rov ide for 
any emergency that might arise be­ 
fore congress conv enes again. 
The 
rate at which the ou tgo of the tre a s­ 
u ry ex ceeds the income may be gath­ 
ered from the records for the y ear. 
1 he ex cess of disbu rsements for the 
(Leal y ear 19 15 u p to Friday night 
was $10o, i 56,532. On the same date 
last y ear il was $49 .125,258 . These 
totals inclu de ex p enditu res for the 
Panam a ( anal. 
In tlit* 
meantime 
the rate of ou tgo has increased and 
the rate of income i» not keep imr 
p ace with it.

A new mov ement is u nder way in 
the United States which may p ossi­ 
bly hav e qu ite a bearing on the p oli­ 
tical situ ation in the nex t p residen­ 
tial camp aign. 
This 
mov ement is 
the organization 
of 
“hy p henated” 
Americans. 
In recent issu es of the 
American p ress and article went the 
rou nds which insinu ated 
that 
the 
“hy p henated” Americans 
(meaning 
those who did not hav e a p ro-Eng­ 
lish tendency ), were disloy al to the 
land of their adop tion. 
This arou s­ 
ed great indignation among 
those 
thu s accu sed. 
Here in Denv er a 
m ass 
meeting 
was held recently to p rotest against 
this insinu ation, and also to p rotest 
against the “one-sided” 
neu trality 
of the Wilson 
administration, 
and 
strong 
resolu tions 
were 
p ased. 
1 
u nderstand that su ch meetings 
are 
being held all ov er the United States 
and a new p arty is being organized 
u nder title of “American Indep end­ 
ence Union” or “Neu trality Leagu e.” 
This organization demands that the 
constitu tion of the United States be 
u p held; tliu t an American cable and 
an indep endent news serv ice be es­ 
tablished; that there shall be a “ free 
and op en sea” for ou r commerce and 
u nrestricted 
traffic in non-contra­ 
band goods, as defined by the inter­ 
national law; that the establishment 
of an American m erchant marine he 
encou raged; that the ex p ort of arms 
and ammu nition to the belligerents 
in Eu rop e be p rohibited. 


In this connection it may be well 
to relate two cases. 
A Yale stu dent 
by the name 
of 
Lewelly n 
(not a 
German name by any m eans), who 
enlisted in the German army , was 
wou nded in France. 
He was deco­ 
rated with the iron cross, and they 
took two bu llets ou t of his tlesli that 
had been m anu factu red in Connecti­ 
cu t. 
An American of 
old 
Yankee 
stock, who attended the meeting of 
the American Indep endence 
Union, 
told of a letter he had receiv ed from 
his sister who had married in Ger­ 
many and had three scrns at 
the 
front. 
One was killed by an Ameri­ 
can bu llet, and what -die wrote her 
brother abou t her 
nativ e 
cou ntry 
wou ld bring the blu sh of shame on 
p atriotic American citizens. 


As to the insinu ation that “hy ­ 
p henated” Americans were* not loy al 
to this cou ntry , it is only necessary 
to stu dy history and to look arou nd 
and observ e. 
I sp eak for those of 
German blood and descend. 
Bast 
ex p erience has shown that there are 
no more loy al, p atriotic and u sefu l 
citizens than tho 
Germans. 
And 
those 
that come 
from 
Germany 
u su ally become natu ralized 
Ameri­ 
can citizens as soon as the law p er­ 
mits them to become su ch. 
On the 
other hand, it is a well established 
fact th at of all the v ariou s foreign­ 
ers coining to the United States, tho 
Englishman i» the last to become a 
natu ralized 
American citizen. Here 
in Denv er is a case which is the 
limit. 
A clergy man of a chu rch here 
in Denv er, is so stau ncliily English 
that ho wou ld not ev en p ermit his 
children to be born here in the Unit­ 
ed States. 
Whenev er a v isit from 
the stork was ex p ected, he sent hi» 
wife to England so that the children 
shou ld he born 
English 
su bjects. 
He lias liv ed here for a good many 
y ears and is p erfectly willing to p oc­ 
ket the American dollar, bu t as to 
the citizenship — “nix .” 
This 
ease 
is certainly the v ery limit. 


Another “hy p henated” 
American 
is being heard from,namely the Irish 
American. 
His sy mp athy is by no 
means p ro-English. 
L ast Su nday I 
attended a “Robert Emmett” anni­ 
v ersary meeting in the Knights of 
Colu mbu s hall in Denv er. 
The in­ 
v itation was sent ou t that all who 
wanted to hear the tru th abou t Eng­ 
land shou ld attend the meeting. 
The 
p rogram consisted 
of 
Irish 
songs 
and mu sic and addresses by p romi­ 
nent Irish sp eakers. 
Strong resolu ­ 
tions were p assed to the effect that 
the Irish p eop le shou ld co-op erate 
with England'» enemies in order to 
gain Ireland’s freedom. 
Prominent 
Irishmen here in Denv er as» i» ted in 
tlu * organization of the Neu trality 
Leagu e, which is being freely joined 
by Irish-Americans. 


It is claimed that the 
sp irit 
of 
these organizations is already m ak­ 


ing itself felt, as ev idenced by the 
recent Chicago p rimary election, in 
which Sweitzer was nominated for 
may or ov er C arter Harrison, a p op ­ 
u lar Democrat, by 75,000 majority . 
H a rm o n had the su p p ort of the Wil­ 
son administration, while Sweitzer 
had the su p p ort of 
thou sands 
of 
men and women, 
who, 
althou gh 
Democrats, are thorou ghly 
ou t of 
harmony with the administration in 
its attitu de on neu trality . 
The New York American of Feb­ 
ru ary 26 tli comments editorially on 
the Chicago p rimary , and hints at 
the cau se of Harrison defeat as fol­ 
lows : 


“A friend of the triu mp hant Swei­ 
tzer declares that it was a triu mp h 
of the German-Amerieau element— a 
sort of first fru it of the lion. Rich­ 
ard Bartholdt’s p rop osition to make 
a domestic p olitical p arty ou t of an 
international issu e.” 
The imp ortance of the new mov e­ 
ment in ou r national life is du ly 
recognized by Leslie’s Weekly , which 
declares in an editorial: 
“ The new 
p ro-German 
p olitical 
p arty rep resenting from eight to ten 
million p ersons of German birth and 
descent in the United States, mu st 
hav e a decided sentimental influ ence 
in the nex t Presidential camp aign if 
it mu intains its p u rp ose. 
Its p rac ­ 
tical resu lt mu st aw ait the cou nt of 
the ballots. 
The fact that in P a s ­ 
saic, N. J„ the German element has 
already organized to take an activ e 
p art in local p olities indicates the 
strength of the mov ement. 
“The s u c c e ss with which certain 
leaders ot the Labor and Prohibition 
p arties hav e carried on their p oliti­ 
cal p rop aganda following the su c­ 
cess, in other y ears, of the Granger, 
the 
Pop u list, 
Greenback, 
Know- 
nothing and 
Anti-Masonic 
mov e­ 
ments, has no dou bt, stimu lated the 
German element to take decisiv e a c ­ 
tion in the belief that only in this 
way <*an its influ ence lie made effec­ 
tiv e. 
It this mov ement goes on, and 
it the war abroad shou ld be p rolong­ 
ed for another y ear, we shall find 
both the great p olitical p arties bidd­ 
ing for the German v ote, and as this 
will su rp ass in nu mbers that of the 
so-called Labor v ote and p erhap s 
equ al the Prohibition v ote, the p o­ 
litical situ ation p romises to become 
interesting. 


“ The adv ent of a well-organized 
German p arty in American p olitics, 
with its demand th at we shu t 
off 
su p p lies from all of the belligerents, 
Great Britian inclu ded, su p p orted as 
this p arty wou ld be by an influ ential 
German p ress, wou ld comp licate the 
Presidential canv ass and 
p u t 
lb. 
damp er on the asp irations of some 
of the candidates now in sight. 
If 
to the anti-British 
feeling 
of the 
Germans we add 
the 
anti-British 
teeling among the stroifg Irish ele­ 
ment. and it wi* consider the inroads 
on both p olitical p arties the Prohi­ 
bitionists are making, we shall find 
something to take the p lace of the 
“ Progressiv e” break that destroy ed 
Rep u blican p rosp ects 
in 
the 
last 
Presidential camp aign. 


“A y ear hence the National Com­ 
mittees will name the time and p lace 
tor the holding of 
the 
resp ectiv e 
Presidential conv entions, and fifteen 
m o n th s from this time the nex t P re s­ 
idential camp aign will op en with all 
tho candidate® in the field. 
It is ob- 
v iou s that the new factor now loom­ 
ing tip mu st cau se greater anx iety 
to the p arty in p ower than to the 
one that seek» to regain control.”

Trading Stamps 


The bill regu lating and licensing 
the handling of trading stam p s be­ 
came a law withou t the gov ernor’s 
signatu re and will go into 
effect 
when the acts are p u blished. 
This 
law is rather a drastjc regu lation of 
the trading stamp bu siness. 
It re­ 
qu ired that ev ery p erson selling or 
fu rnishing trading stam p s for u se 
in the sale of goods or merchandise 
shall take ou t a license in each cou n­ 
ty where the trading stam p s are sold 
and for each and ev ery store 
or 
p lace consu mer or dealer. 


The license fee requ ired is $1,- 
006.00 which is p aid into the cou nty 
treasu ry and entitles the holder of 
the license to sell or fu rnish trading 
stam p s for a p eriod of one 
y ear. 
The licenses good at the location or 
p lace of bu siness mentioned in it 
and bu siness cannot be 
transacted 
elsewhere. 
No one m ay fu rnish or 
sell to any 
p erson 
any 
trading 
stam p s for u » e in any other cou nty 
than the one in which the 
license 


was taken ou t. This p rov ision makes 
it necessary therefore that a sep a­ 
rate license be taken ou t in each 
cou nty in which the p erson desires 
to do bu siness. 


If any p erson v iolates the act he 
may be fined not less than fiv e hu n­ 
dred dollars nor more 
than 
one 
thou sand dollars and imp risoned for 
a p eriod not ex ceeding one y ear. 
P rior to the p assage of this act, 
trading stam p s were regu lated by an 
act of the legislatu re of 19 13, which 
requ ired that the redeemable v alu e 
of trading stam p s be stamp ed u p on 
their face and that they mu st be re ­ 
deemed at this v alu e, when p resent­ 
ed in an amou nt not less than fiv e 
cents. 
The law of 19 13 also p rohi­ 
bited a p erson selling any stamp » 
withou t the consent of the p erson 
originally issu ing them and resp on­ 
sible for their redep tion. 
The new law is drastic in its p ro ­ 
v isions inasmu ch as it p laces tho 
license fee so high as p ractically to 
p rev ent the 
bu siness 
from 
being 
carried on. 
Similar laws enacted in 
lialf a dozen other states in the last 
ten y ears hav e been declared to be 
u nconstitu tional, 
and 
if the same 
reasoning were followed in Indiana, 
the new act cou ld hardly stand the 
test of the cou rts.

government,

unity to appear face to face to have 
their controversies determined up­ 
on sworn testimony and according 
to the principles of law.

essity therefore for the existence of

either in the United S ta te * or Cana­ 
da. 
This is so because of the exer­ 
cise of their Common right to the 
use of the water which marks the 
boundary between them. 
“The treaty between

States and Great Britain 
creating 
this international court 
of 
justice 
makes the most advanced step yet 
taken by any two nations in the his­ 
tory of the world—not only for the 
settlement of 
international 
quest­ 
ions, but for the settlement of ques­ 
tions of less consequence 
between 
the people of both nations. 
“T here are many arbitrations be­ 
tween the U. S. and other nations. 
Doubtless there are many between 
other nations of the world, but there 
are none between any other two that 
creates a tribunal composed of citi­ 
zens of both nations for the settle­ 
ment of international questions be­ 
tween their governments, or between 
their people. This commission there­ 
fore, charged with the duty and hav­ 
ing the power practically to 
work 
out the great problem of whether or 
not the theory of international peace 
through arbitration can or cannot 
be made a success, should have the 
hearty support of both governments. 
“ In my judgment 
this 
tribunal 
furnishes an example to the world.”

Pest Known as Green Bug Makes 


Appearance but Department Says 


There is no Great Danger 


(B y United Press.) 
Washington, Mar. 
18.— Farmers 
of the south are urged to cultivate 
beans and peas and raise 
dairy 
cattle as a substitute for cotton in 
a statement issued by the 
Public 
Health Service. 
It declares that by 
this means southern fanners 
will 
not only profit financially but will 
aid the fight on pallagra, which has 
been prevalent in the south. 
“By using regularly an abundance 
of fresh milk, eggs, fresh lean meat, 
beans and peas, not only may palla­ 
gra be cured when the disease is not 
too far advanced, but 
prevented,” 
the Public Health Service statement 
says. “This actually happened in at 
least one institution where, in 1913, 
75 cases of pallagra occured. 
As a 
result of a change of 
diet, not a 
single case is known to have devel­ 
oped this year.” 
“This fact,” the statement con­ 
tinues, “suggests the advisability of 
farm ers in the 
south 
cultivating 
beans and peas and raising dairy 
cattle, in stead of cotton, at a time 
when the market 
for 
the 
latter 
abroad has been all but destroyed by 
foreign wars.” 


Twenty percent of our cotton seed 
meal was consumed last season by 
Germany, 
Denmark, 
Switzerland, 
and other European countries. 
The 
present war, however, has abolished 
the German consumption of this pro­ 
duct. 
This fact, together with the 
large cotton crop produced this year 
says the Department of Agriculture 
lias thrown an excess of cotton seed 
products ori the home market, re­ 
ducing the average price of cotton 
seed meal and hulls 20 to 25 percent 
The meal shipped 
to Europe 
last 
year would feed 400,000 head of ma­ 
ture cattle for 12 mdnths. As a re­ 
sult of the Large supply on 
hand, 
the department urges extensive use 
of cotton seed meal for cattle feed­ 
ing.

Journal properly characterizes such 
a situation as "intolerable." It says 
"To spend four 
times 
as 
much 


money protecting quail, ducks and 
prairie chickens as we spend in car- 
ing for one of the basic industries 
of the .state is sheer communal lun- 
acy." This is true. The farmers and 
business men of Illinois should see 
*o it that every cent that is neces- 
sary to protect the live stock of the 
.state is provided, no matter what 
economies may be necessary in other 
direct ions. But. asks The Journal 
of! the American Medical Associa- 
tion, if such appropriations are .jus- 
tified for the protection of the lives 


of ananale, 


should be appropriated to protect 
the lives and health of the men, 
women and children of the state? 
Certainly more than for fish game, 
and live stock. Yet the appropria- 
tion for the protection of the 5,638,- 
591 men, women and children in the 
state was for 1914 only $120,000, 
$30,000 less than was appropriated 
for the protection of fish and game. 
Are the lives of its citizens of less 
value to Illinois than the preserva- 
tion of its quail and bass?

Hero in Denver a mass meeting 


was held recently to protest against 
Lhi.s insinuation, and also to protest 
against the "one-sided" 
neutrality 


of the Wilson administration, 
and 


strong resolutions were pascd. I 
understand (hat such meetings 
are 


being held all over the United States 
and a new party is heiug organized 
under title of "American Independ- 
ence Union" or "Neutrality League." 
This organization demands that the 
constitution of the United States be 
upheld; that an American cable and 
an independent news service be es- 
tablished; that there shall be a "free 
and open sea" for our commerce aud 
unrestricted 
traffic in non-contra- 


band goods, as defined by the inter- 
national law; that the establishment 
of an American merchant marine be 
encouraged; that the export of arms 
and ammunition to the belligerents 
in Europe be prohibited. 


In this connection it may be well 


to relate two cases. A Yale student

German name by any means), who 
enlisted in the German army, was 
wounded in France.

As to the insinuation that "hy- 


phenated" Americans were not loyal 
to this country, it is only necessary 
to study history aud to look around 
and observe. 1 speak for those of 
German blood and descend. 
Past 


experience has shown that there a 
no more loyal, patriotic and useful 
citizens than tho 
Germans. 'And 


those 
that come from 
Germany 


usually become naturalized 
Ameri- 


can citizens as soon as the law per- 
mits them to become such. On the 
other hand, it is a well established 
fact that of all the various foreign- 
ers coming to the United Stales, the 
Englishman is the last to become 
naturalized 
American citix.cn. Here 


in Denver is a case which is the 
limit. A clergyman of a church here 
in Denver, is so stauncluly English 
(hat he would not even permit his 
children to be born here in the Unit- 
ed Slates. 
Whenever 
from 


the stork was expected, lie sent his 
wife to England so thai the children 
should be born 
English subjects. 


lie has lived here for a good many 
years aud is perfectly willing to poc- 
ket the American dollar, but as to 
tho citizenship—"nix." 
This 
case 


is certainly the very limit. 


Another "hyphenated" 
American 


is being heard from,namely the Irish 
American. 
His sympathy is by no 


means pro-English. Last Sunday I 
attended a "Ko>bert Ennnett" anni- 
versary meeting in the Knights ot 
Columbus hull in Denver. 
The in- 


vitation was sent out that all who 
wanted to hear the truth about Eng- 
land should attend the meeting. The 
program consisted of Irish songs 
and music and addresses by promi- 
nent Irish speakers. 
Strong resolu- 


tions were passed to the cft'ect that 
the Irish people should co-operate 
with England's enemies in order to 
gain Ireland's freedom. Prominent 
Irishmen here in Denver assisted in 
the organization of the Neutrality 
League, which is being freely joined 
by Irish-Americans. 


It is claimed that the spirit 
of 


these organizations is already mak- 


ing itself felt, as evidenced by the 
recent Chicago primary election, in 
which Sweitzer was nominated for 
mayor over Carter Harrison, a pop- 
ular Democrat, by 75,000 majority. 
Harrison had the support of the Wil- 
son administration, while Sweitzer 
bad the support of 
thousands 
of 


men and women, who, althougli 
Democrats, arc thoroughly 
out of 


harmony with the administration in 
its attitude on neutrality. 


The New York American of Feb- 


ruary 2(Hu .comments editorially on 
tho Chicago primary, and hints at 
the cause of Harrison defeat as fol- 
lows : 


"A friend of the triumphant Swei- 


tzer declares that it was a triumph 
of the German-American element—a 
sort of first fruit of the Hon. Rich- 
ard Bartholdt's proposition to make 
a domestic political party out of an 
international issue." 


The importance of the new move- 


ment in our national life is duly 
recognized by Leslie's Weekly, which 
declares in an editorial: 


"The new pro-German 
political 


party representing from eight to ten 
million persons of German birth and 
descent in the United States, must 
have a decided sentimental influence 
in the next Presidential campaign if 
it maintains its purpose. Its prac- 
tical result must await the count of 
the ballots. The fact that in Pas- 
saic. N. J.. the German element has 
already organized to take an active 
part in local politics indicates the 
strength of the movement. 


"The success with which certain 


leaders of the Labor and Prohibition 
parties have carried on their politi- 
•al propaganda following the suc- 
cess, in other years, of the Granger, 
the 
Populist, 
Greenback. 
Know- 


nothing and 
Anti-Masonic 
move- 


ments, has no doubt, stimulated the 
German element to take decisive ac- 
tion in the belief that only in this 
way can its influence be made effec- 
tive. If this movement goes on, and 
it' the war abroad should be prolong- 
ed for another year, we shall find 
both the great political •parties bidd- 
ing for the German vote, and as this 
will surpass in numbers that of the 
so-called Labor vote and perhap: 
equal the Prohibition vote, the po- 
litical situation promises to become 
interesting. 


"The advent of a well-organizec 


Gorman party in American politics, 
with its demand that we shut 
ofl 


supplies from all of the belligerents, 
Great Britiun included, supported as 
this party would be by an influential 
German press, would complicate the 
Presidential canvass and 
put 


damper on the aspirations of some 
of the candidates now in sight. 
Ti 


to (he anti-British feeling 
of the 


Germans we add 
the anti-British 


feeling among the strong Irish cle- 
ment, and it' we consider the inroads 
on both political parlies the Prohi- 
bitionists arc making, we shall fin

"A year hence the National Com-

Acts of Recent Legislature Are

Trading Stamps 


The bill regulating and licensing 


the handling of trading stamps her 
came a law without the governor's 
signature and -wi}l go 'into ' effect 
when the.acts are published. 
This 


law is rather a drastic regulation of 
the trading stamp business. It re- 
quired thai every person selling or 
furnishing trading stamps for use 
in the sale of goods or merchandise 
shall take out a license in each coun- 
ty where the trading stamps are sold 
and for each aud every store 
or 


place consumer or dealer. 


Tho license fee required is $1,- 


000.00 which is paid into the county 
treasury and entitles the holder of 
the license to sell or furnish trading 
stamps for a period of one year. 
The licenses good at the location or 
place of business mentioned in it 
and business cannot be transacted 
elsewhere. No one may furnish or 
sell to any 
person 
any 
trading 


stamps for use in any other county 
than the one in which the 
license 


was taken out. This provision makes 
it necessary therefore that a. sepa- 
rate license be taken out in each 
county in which the person desires 
to do business. 


If any person violates the act he 


maybe fined not less than five hun- 
dred dollars nor more 
than 
one 


thousand dollars and imprisoned for 
a period not exceeding one year. 


Prior to the passage of this act, 


trading stamps were regulated by an 
act of the legislature of 1913, which 
required that the redeemable value 
of trading stamps be stamped upon 
their face and that they must be re- 
deemed at the value, when present- 
ed in ail amount not less than five 
cents. The law of 1913 also prohi- 
bited a person selling any stamps 
without the consent of the person 
originally issuing them and respon- 
sible for their rcdeption. 


The new law is drastic in its pro- 


visions inasmuch as it places the 
license fee so high as practically to 
prevent the business 
from 
being 


carried on. Similar laws enacted in 
half a dozen other states in the last 
ten years have been declared to be 
unconstitutional, 
and 
if the same 


reasoning were followed in Indiana, 
the new act could hardly stand the 
test of the courts.

PERFORM BURIAL RITES 


Living Check to Jowl With 
Dead 


Men is Part of Trench Life and 


That is Unavoidable

London, 
March 1.—There's u 


German's body hanging 
from 
the 


barbed wire entanglements in front 
of the French trenches, which I have 
just left. For two months this body 
has been part of. my little outlook 
on the world. 
There's a pair 
of 


nippers in the rotting hands. 
Fur 


some weeks the back was 
arched 


upward but recently it has begun to 
sag. The clothes llap more and more 
wildly each day as the body slowly 
shrivels. 
Nobody from either side 


has been able to get to that body to 
bury it; It is buried there in the air 
on the barbed wire and it will be 
gradually shot away. 


Living cheek to jowl 
with 
dead 


men; that's the thing that turns you 
to a beast, but it's a part of trench 
life that is unavoidable. 
The first 


thing that shocks yon is to discover 
that, after a time you are able to 
watch men writhing in pain 
with 


perfect equanimity. My first exper- 
ience in this happened one. day when 
a, young Englishmen in my 
squad, 


named Samuel, tried to take a short 
cut to the rear, and instead of fol- 
lowing the maze of trenches, got out 
into the open right in front of our 
trench. 
A German 
bullet 
passed 


through his lungs and we saw him 
topple only fifteen feet away from 
us. He writhed and moaned, but our 
officers wouldn't let us try to 
get 


him. 
The Germans didn't shoot at 


him any more because they 
knew 


they had "landed" him. Our Lieu- 
tenant sent to another part of the 
trenches for a Red Cross man, who 
came, after about an hour. 
This 


Ked Cross doctor was a young Swiss 
named Scheer. lie 
climbed 
right 


out of the trench and started to- 
wards the writhing figure of Samuels 
but a bullet passed through his head, 
and, after flopping about a minute 
or two Schcer's body stiffened and 
we could see he was dead. This was 
3 o'clock in iIn- afternoon. When- 
ever we tried to get 
out 
to 
help 


Samuels the Germans turned a ter- 
rific fire our way and we could even 
hear Samuels groaning. We couldn't 
get to him. It was not until dark 
that wo could do anything. Then 
Victor Chapman, of New York, 
a 


Harvard man, who was 
studying 


architecture in Paris when the war 
broke out, made a lasso with a piece 
or rope and before long, he 
had 


dragged 
both 
bodies into 
the 


trench. Samuels was dead. 


Experience like this hardened us 


and finally we got to the place where 
if a man was killed or wounded, he 
was blamed for carelessness. When 
Visconcelles, a merchant of Paris 
was killed with a rille bullet through 
his head while he was peeping about 
the trench. Lieutenant Francis who 
conducted the 
funeral 
ceremony, 


•said to us, as we stood over 
the 


grave: 


"This i.s a lesson for you young 


men to lake to heart. You must not 
be careless."' Think of that as part 
of a funeral service.' 


Most of the divisions of infanlry- 


men who spent 5-day 
watt-lies in 


(he trenches during the forty-seven 
consecutive days that I was 
there- 


with the machine gun squad, buried 
their dead right 
in 
the 
trenches. 


Sometimes they scooped out a grave 
in the side of the trench. Or some- 
times they would dig :i grave in the 
floor of the trench. They would nut 
know of course, where other divis- 
ions had buried THEIR dead, so it 
was no uncommon thing to 
come 


across a rutting, body. 
Then that 


part of the Ire4ich would be polluted 
for days until the train had washed 
awiiy the last traces 
of 
the 
un- 


speakable mess. 


There you are, among the dead. 


J<o cave liiaii ever lived so terriblv 


as you do; at least he buried his 
dead at a distant point moved away 
from the grave, but we are prison- 
ers with our dead, sleeping, as it 
were, alongside them, as much pris- 
oners as they. You get to feel that 
the only difference between yourself 
and a dead man is that your little 
bullet hasn't found you yet. 


Looking death in the face in this 


way, a strange custom 
arose up 


among men in trenches. There was a. 
Greek in our trench who was a fa- 
talist. He used to say. "I know 
I'll get it some of these days when 
my time comes." 
Now the minute 


you hear a soldier talking that way 
you know he will get it. The trench 
is no place for a fatalist and a fa- 
talist in my experience is not a good 
soldier, because he will grow impa- 
tient over the delay iu the coming of 
death and will, at last, take foolish 
chances, that no sane man 
would 


take. This Greek had a very beauti- 
ful knife and all of the men in the 
trench had their eye on it for iu all 
the trenches it is the custom for the 
men of a division to divide among 
themselves all of the belongings of 
a dead man which will be of use in 
the trenches. 
When the little Greek 


was finally shot through the brain 
cue day, there was a.dignified rush 
for the knife, aud we found it was 
missing. Somebody had 
stolen 
it 


from him, it appears, before he was 
dead. I had a pair of field glasses 
which 
were very 
expensive 
and 


more than one man asked 
me 
to 


promise him that when 1 was killed 
the glasses would go to him.- Every 
valuable possession of every man in 
the trench that can be legitimately 
claimed for trench service is marked 
by his comrades. It's just a cold- 
blooded custom that has grown out 
nf the cold blooded and close ac- 
quaintance with death. 


If you think that heroism and line 


ideals grow in the trenches you are 
wrong. The life is too beastlike for 
such human things.

Plymouth, Ind., March 18.—Johi 


R. Jones, representative in the 69th 
General Assembly from this county 
declared today that "the progressive 
Democrats, who worked for a state- 
wide primary law, have in the pre- 
sent law received at least 90 per- 
cent, 
of what they were asking.' 


Jones was aroused by reports thai 
the primary law was not of the type 
he had been working for. 


"All elective offices except state 


officers and United States senators 
are nominated by the primary. 
As 


to Governor and United States sen- 
ator, a preferential vote is taken,' 
said Jones. "If a majority report 
is received by either of the candid- 
ates for Governor or United States 
senator, as recorded by first and 
second choice plans, lihen. in thai 
case he shall be declared (he uom 
inee. Under the first and 
second 


hoice plan it is next to impossible 
for these candidates not to receive 
a majority vote. 


"Pretty good is it not ? 1 am sure 


it will be much easier to amend and 
add to the present primary law than 
it would have been to reject 
and 


attempt to pass an entirely new bill 
in two years. 


"\Ve have lo*t nothing in act-opt- 


ing the primary law and have gained 
practically all we were asking. What 
more could we wish'? 


"All delegates to tho state conven- 


tion are selected under the primary 
law, their names going on a pri- 
mary ballot, giving the voters iau 
oportimity of pledging the delegates 
to stand for certain candidates and 
-such platform measures as in their 
judgment will serve the best inter- 
ests of the whole people. 


Again, all precinct couimitteemen 


are selected by this same primary 
Jaw, who in turn elect 
a county 


•hairman; and the various county 
'hainnen of the district select 
state chairman. Thus, the next or- 
ganisation comes direct from 
the 


rank and file of the party, and must 


ami will be responsible to them.

United 


States and Great Britain creating 
this international court of justice 
makes the most advanced step yet 
taken by any two nations in the his- 
tory of the world—not only for the 
settlement of international quest- 
ions, but for the settlement of ques- 
tions of less consequence 
between 


the people of both nations. 


"There are many arbitrations be- 


tween the U. S. and other nations. 
Doubtless there are many between 
other nations of the world, but there 
are none between any other two that 
creates a tribunal composed of citi- 
zens of both nations for the settle- 
ment of international questions be- 
tween their governments, or between 
their people. This commission there- 
fore, charged with the duty and hav- 
ing the power practically to 
work 


out the great problem of whether or 
not the theory of international peace 
through arbitration can or caunot 
be made a success, should have the 
hearty support of both governments. 


"In my judgment this tribunal 


furnishes an example to the world."

of the south are urged to cultivate 
beans and peas and raise 
dairy 


cattle as a substitute for cotton in 
a statement issued by the 
Public 


Health Service. It declares that by 
this means southern fanners 
will 


not only profit financially but will 
aid the fight on pallagra, which has 
been prevalent in the south. 


"By using regularly an abundance 


of fresh milk, eggs, fresh lean meat, 
beans and peas, not only may palla- 
gra be cured when the disease is not 
too far advanced, but 
prevented," 


the Public Health Service statement 
says. "This actually happened in at 
least one institution where, in 1913. 
75 cases of pallagra occured. As a 
result of a change of 
diet, not a 


.single case is known to have devel- 
oped this year." 


"This fact," the statement con- 


tinues, ''suggests the advisability of 
fanners in the 
south 
cultivating 


beans and peas and raising dairy 
cattle, in stead of cotton, at a time 
when the market 
for 
the 
latter 


abroad has been all but destroyed by 
foreign wars." 


Twenty percent of our cotton seed 


meal was consumed last season by 
Germany. 
Denmark. 
Switzerland, 


and other European countries. The 
present war, however, has abolished 
(he German consumption of this pro- 
duct. 
This fact, together with the 


large cotton crop produced this year 
says tlie Department of Agriculture 
has thrown an excess of cotton seed 
products on the home market, re- 
ducing the average price of cotton 
seed meal and hulls 20 to 25 percent 
The meal shipped 
to Europe 
last 


year would feed 400,000 head of nuv- 
tnre cattle for 12 mdnths. As a re- 
sult of the large supply on 
hand, 


the department urges extensive use 
of cotton seed meal for cattle feed- 
ing.
